SUBJECT* Secure Teletype Circuit for Washington Intelligence Agencies 


1, The subject of this memorandum has boon discussed informally 
by !j 'r. Killoa of your office and Mr* McKee from this offico. 


2* A secure tolotypo circuit Is currently ready for operation 
among the Intelligenco agencies of Army, Navy and Air and' the CIA, 
Connecting OTR of the Dopartnont of State with the Arry station of the 
circuit would also connect OIR with the other throe agencies currently 
jready for the operation of tho circuit* It is hoped that tills inclusion 
’ of -OIR in tio circuit can bo effocted at an early date* 

' 3* Tho secure teletype circuit of "tho intelligence agencies is 
intended primarily for tho secure exchange of fact, opinion, and 
operational date- by the Intelligence agencies* The OK station of tho 
teletype circuit normally would not bo operated outaldo tho hour’s of 
0?00 to 1730 on weekdays and would not bo operated on Saturdays, Sundays 
and holidays. It is not proposed to have tho intelligence circuit 
roplaco tho command channels which already exist on a 2i t -hour basis 
throughout the year for tho transmission of crises and other operational 
messages to and from the Department of State* 

h» Tho Deportment of tho Arty is prepared to furnish the Department 
of State with the necessary equipment on a loan basis, and CIA has agreed 
to pay the cost of installation end op oration* 

5* Your ’ascent to the installation of the machinery for the 
inclusion of OIR in tho 5-point secure tolotypo circuit and for tho 
subsequent operation of the machine in accordance with tho conditions 
set forth above is requested# :
